(5)  Students  who  live  in  the  taxing  area  are  near  home.  This 
fact  is  worth  considering.  Good  highways  and  the  G.  M.  and  N.  Rail¬ 
road  make  Decatur  accessible  to  all  sections  of  the  state.  Highway 
15  runs  through  Decatur.  It  connects  with  the  important  highways 
of  the  state. 

(6)  The  democratic  feeling  that  pervades  the  campus  and  that 
characterizes  student  conduct  stands  out.  There  is  no  distinction  be¬ 
cause  of  wealth  or  position.  The  students  who  work  for  part  of  their 
expenses  have  more  than  their  share  of  leaders  in  the  classroom  and 
in  student  activities. 

(7)  Students  who  live  in  the  five  counties  of  the  taxing  district 
will  develop  acquaintances  with  many  young  people  that  will  become 
very  valuable  to  them  in  years  to  come.  The  acquaintances  one  makes 
are  among  the  most  valuable  acquirements  of  the  time  spent  in  col¬ 
lege.  People  who  miss  the  college  experience  regret  the  loss  thus  in¬ 
curred,  and  those  who  go  too  far  away  from  home  to  college  are  at  a 
considerable  disadvantage  in  their  subsequent  activities  in  life,  because 
of  lack  of  acquaintances  among  the  leaders  of  their  section  of  the  state. 
Records  show  that  most  people  settle  down  and  live  near  the  vicinity 
of  their  early  years.  It  is  therefore  important  to  know  the  future  lead¬ 
ers  of  one's  section.  The  graduates  of  East  Central  are  taking  their 
places  as  leaders.  Three  of  the  five  county  superintendents  in  the  East 
Central  district  have  been  enrolled  as  students  at  this  institution  at  one 
time  or  another.  Two  of  the  youngest  men  who  have  ever  held  the 
sheriff’s  office  in  Newton  County  graduated  from  the  Newton  County 
Agricultural  High  School,  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  junior  college. 
Recent  graduates  of  the  junior  college  hold  important  political  offices 
and  business  positions  in  the  district. 

(8)  East  Central  Junior  College,  located  on  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  campuses  of  the  state,  is  housed  in  modern  brick  buildings, 
with  steam  heat,  electric  lights,  and  running  water.  A  unique  and 
valuable  feature  of  the  campus  buildings  is  the  covered  walkways  that 
connect  all  the  main  buildings.  During  the  hardest  rains  or  roughest 
weather,  a  student  may  go  from  one  building  to  another  without  in¬ 
convenience. 

(9)  The  equipment  and  facilities  at  East  Central  rank  among  the 
best  in  the  junior  colleges  of  the  state.  The  laboratory  equipment  for 
chemistry  at  East  Central  is  said  to  be  as  good  as  that  in  any  college 
in  the  state.  During  the  1935-36  session  a  dozen  new  typewriters  have 
been  added  to  the  business  department  A  program  of  expansion  in 
laboratory  facilities  for  agriculture  wull  be  completed  for  the  1936-37 
session.  Excellent  equipment,  including  four  new  sewing  machines, 
is  found  in  the  home  economics  department.  Approximately  one  thous- 


and  v illume*  have  been  added  to  the  library  during  the  past  twleve 
months,  and  plans  call  for  many  further  additions.  The  most  im¬ 
portant  periodicals  are  available. 

(10)  Physical  training,  not  only  for  members  of  the  varsity  teams, 
but  for  all  the  students  is  encouraged  and  well  provided  for.  The 
gymnasium  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state.  Tennis  courts,  the  football 
field,  and  volley  ball  courts  supplement  the  gymnasium  for  use  in 
sports  and  physical  education.  East  Central  boys'  and  girls'  teams  are 
always  considered  among  the  be£t  in  the  junior  college  circuit.  Xhe 
girls’  basketball  team  won  state  championship  in  1&36*  and  the  boys’ 
team  finished  third.

tions.
